One hundred and eighty 


March 5, 1770, the Mberty- 
loving citizens of Massachn- 
setts were aroused and dis- 
turbed by British attempts 
to enforce odious and op- 
pressive laws, enacted by 
the English Parliament. 
There were frequent clashes 
between the natives and the 
weak Civil or Provincial au- 
thority. In order to insure 
more rigid enfortement of 
all these laws, two regiments 
of British troops were sent to. 
Boston. For two years these 
fredcoats were encamped on 
Boston Common and many 
were quartered in the houses 
of citizens without consent. 
On the evening of March 
5, 1770, a fracas occured on 
King Street, now State St., 
near the province house. An 
Unorganized party of men 
and boys encountered two 
soldiers standing in a nearby 
doorway. Some verbal blasts 
were exchanged, Some si 
dalle and other objects were 
thrown at the soldiers.
